OATS AND BARLEY SiUBdLE 


Land Should Be Plowed In August to 
Allow Sufficient Time for tho 
Weeds to Rot. 


If the oats and barley land Is to be 
drilled to grain In the fall, It should be 
plowed In A ugust to give tim e for the 
weeds to rot and the ground to Bettie, 
■ays a w riter In tho Baltimore Ameri­ 
can. If th e ground is dry and bo hard 
as to make It impossible to plow, put 
three horses in the sulky cultivator. A 
better implement is the steel cutaway 
disk. 
Set the teeth to run deep and 
cut th© ground over. 
By harrowing 
the field lengthwise and then across, 
most of the weeds can be turned under 
and the hard surface broken up, m ak­ 
ing it much easier to plow as soon as 
the August rains set in. 
The stubble 
and weeds should be plowed under and 
not burnt, as these, when rotted, add 
to the fertility of the soil and tend to 
make it capable of holding more mois­ 
ture. 
Long s 'alk or straw y manure 
should either be spread evenly over 
the field and plowed under or used as 
a top dressing 
after tho 
grain is 
drilled in. If the m anure is rotted and 
fine, spread it on top of the plowed 
ground and harrow it in as soon as 
spread. 
The quickest and most eco­ 
nomical method is to use a spreader, 
as it can then be spread evenly and 
just the right q u a n tity to the acre. 
One of the great advantages in the use 
of the spreader is in cutting up the 
lumps and s t r a w y portions as it is be- day. 
ing spread. I wo men with a two-horse 
spreader will haul and spread more 
m anure than four men will spread 
from wagon or 
cart. 
The 
manure 
should not be put out in little piles, but 
spread direct from the wagon and har­ 
rowed into the top soil before it dries. 
T here is then po loss of fertility.

Best W ay to Cure Hay Is to Rake 
Into Small Winrows and Let the 
Crop Dry Out Slowly.

Sometimes weather conditions make 
It almost impossible to put alfalfa hay 
in the stack in good condition, 
and 
heating and burning 
results. 
A. H. 
Leidligh, assistant professor of crops 
a t tho Kansas Agricultural college, 
Bays a comparison will show why tho 
w ater does not readily cure out of the 
B tem s. 
If a tree is cut down on a 
cool, cloudy day, eaid Professor Leid­ 
lig h , t h e leaves remaiu 
green 
and 
f r e s h for some time. They take water 
from the trunk and pass it off into 
the atmosphere. 
If 
the w eather is 
reasonably cool for a few 
days, 
the 
water will all be taken out 
of 
the 
tree. 
Now, if the tree is cut down on a 
hot, sultry day the leaves 
will 
dry 
up and fall off. 
The w ater is still in 
the trunk of the tree, and there is 110 j 
way for it to get out quickly. It is the 
same with alfalfa. 
When it is 
impossible 
to wring 
water out of the hay, says Professo 
Leidligh, it is dry enough to 
stack 
The best way to cure hay is to rake i 
into small winrows and let it dry oui 
slowly. 
If the ground is damp, or i 
the air is very moist, 
the 
winrowt 
must be turned frequenty to expose 
all the hay to the sun.

Silage Too Bulky for Swine. 
Swine raisers are advised against 
feeding young swine extensively on 
silage, in a recent bulletin from the 
Iowa station. 
It is too fibrous and 
low in digestible nutrients to prove 
satisfactory for growing and realis­ 
ing swine. 
The hog has a digestive apparatus 
suited largely to concentrated feeds. 
Old sows will eat some silage; how­ 
ever, if fed to them it should consti­ 
tute only a small portion of their 
ration. 


Cutting Cowpeas. 
Cowpeas may be cut with the mow- 
j er, and after getting at least a full 
! day’s sun the vines are raked up and 
generally lie another day in the wind-

about tho home. 
It. is as hardy aa 
granite, a quick grower, twining se* 
en rely about its support and it is not 
liable to disease. 
In the fall, when 
flowers are scarce, it covers itself with 
clusters of orange-colored fruit, which 
tho frost opens, revealing its crimson 
seeds. 
Choose a dark, rainy day, if possible, 
for the transplanting, otherw ise do 
this work a t sunset 
we 
mean 
in 
transplanting 
seedlings. 
W ater

seed bed thoroughly a short time be­ 
fore you begin to transplant; 
then 
lift the plants, with all the soil their

Daily conferences with representa­ 
tives of the Southern Pacific railroad 
and its employes are being held in 
San Francisco by Commissioner H an­ 
ger, of the United States beard of 
mediation 
and conciliation, in 
con­ 
nection with the threatened strike of 
trainmen. 
The meetings 
were 
ar­ 
ranged under the provisions of the 
Newlands law’. 
The controversy is over the inter­ 
change of rights and seniority 
be­ 
tween the Southern Pacific and the 
Order of Railw ay Conductors and the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Trainmen. 
A strike would tie up the entire Pa­ 
cific system of the Southern Pacific 
company, including 6,000 
miles 
of 
main line track and extending from 
Portland, Ore., to E l Paso, Texas. 
W illiam Sproule, president of the 
railroad, called upon the board to ar­ 
bitrate the matter, declaring that a 
strike w'ould result not only ’n great 
loss to the road and to employes, but 
in still greater loss and inconveni­ 
ence to the public.
